under sentence of death for the murder of Ezra Hos- 
kins, one of the guard of the Connecticut State Prison, | 
were brought before Judge Peters on a Habeas Corpus. | 
The facts in the case are as follows:—These men, 
| were tried and convicted before a special Superior | 
Court for Hartford County, for the crime of murder, | 
and sentenced to be executed on the first Friday in 
une. The prisoners made application to the Legis- 
lature, then in session, for « commutation of punish. 
ment to imprisonment for life, which application was | 
denied. Subsequently they joined in a petition pray- 


| ing for a postponement of the day of execution to the

first Friday in September, which was granted. 
counsel for the prisoners prayed out this writ of Ha- 
beas Corpus, and contended, that as the time fixed by | 
the Court for their execution had elapsed, the prisoners 
were entitled to be discharged from the custody of the ' 
Sheriff. ‘They were understood to insist, Ist, That the | 
resolution of the General Assemb'y postponing the time | 
of execution, was void, and not within the law-making | 
power of that body. ‘This proposition was discussed at 
considerable length. It was urged that the Constitu- 
tion provides that the government of the State should | 
be divided into three distinct branches—that the duty 

of trying and sentencing offenders belonged exclusively 

to the Judicial department, and that the actof the Le. |

The modus operandi of this singular process is very 
easy to explain. The vital energy of the tree and sap 
dissolves she sulphuric gas evaporating through all the 
pores of the branches, leaves, and fruits. ‘This gas is 
deadly poison to insects and all animals; it suffocates 
and drives them away as soon as they begin to smell 
it; no injury whatever results to the tree. 


A fatal disease exists among the eattle in Philadel- 
phir county. Many had died, which three or four 
hours previous, were apparently in perfect health. 


Narrow Escarr.—On Wednesday, 3ist ult. at 
Quincy, Mr. Hervey Field, a much esteemed citizen 
of that place, descended into an excavation, made to a 
considerable depth with the view of sinking a well.

Mr. F. who 
had been nearly three hours in the well, was bled by a 
physician, and gradually recovered the use of his limbs.

| New method of obtaining Cream from Milk, by G. 
| Carter, Esq., of Nottingham Lodge, near Elthw, Kent. 
| The process of divesting the milk of its component 


| has been effected by Mr. Carter, and is thus detailed

|of arts. A peculiar process of extracting cream trom 


milk, by which a superior richness is produced in the | 


cream, has long been known and practised im Devon- 
shire; this produce of the dairies of that county be. 
ing well known to every one by the name of © clotted” 
or “clouted cream.” As there is no peculiarity in 
the milk trom which this fluid is extracted, it has been 
frequently a matter of surprise that the process has not 
been adopted in other parts of the kingdom. A four. 
sided vessel is formed of zine plates twelve inches long, 
eiglt inches wide, and six inches deep, with a false 
bettom at one half the depth. The only communica. 
tion with the lower compartment is by the lip, through 
which it may be filled or emptied. tlaving first placed 
at the bottom of the upper apartment a plate of perfo. 
rated zine, the aera of winch is equal to that of the false 
‘bottom, a gallon (or any given quantity) of milk is

| | obtained the following results: Four gallons of milk, 
treated as above, produced, in twenty-four hours, 4 1 2 
| pints of clotted cream, which atier churning only 15 
|} minutes, gave 40 ounces of butter. The increase in 
| the cream, therefore, is 12 1-2 percent. and of butter 
upwards of Ll per cent. The experimental farmer 
will instantly perceive the advantages accruing from 
its adoption, and probably his attention to the subject 
may produce greater results, 1 shall feel richly re. 
warded if, by exciting an interest on the subject, 1 can 
produce any, the slightest improvement in the quality 
or mode of producing an article which may properly be 
deemed one of the necessaries of life.

The Pelican is one of the largest of water-fowls. It 
is found in Africa and America.

This bird is very remarkable for having under its 
bill a large bag, or pouch, which, when stretched to 
the full, can hold more than a peck.

This 
bag is used to hold the fish, which he takes in great 
quantities. The Indians use these bags for tobacco 
pouches, and the Spanish ladies in South America 
muke handsome work-bags out of them. When the 
Pelican goes in search of food, he flies about forty fect 
above the surface of the water, turning his head with
